Is it any 
wonder that tha public “clamours 
is vain for 2 really modern 
theatre and an up-todate auite 
of assembly rooms such es the 
uost ordinary towns at Howe 
can boast? This is, as Mr. Bird 
toorarked, a matter for the 
Government, and there could be 
no better time than the pregant, 
with our financial position as it 
is, for the authorilies to take the 
whole project in band.

banquetting hall is not a restaur- 
ant, anyhow,. As-to the strong

News has comefrom miasionary 
in Foning of floods in the Fuoing 
Prefeotura and of considerable 
devastation that la baing caused in 
the Fuan Asien. Ho says:—"I 
left Funing on Thursday morn- 
ing and speot Thursday right 
at Ka Bang and saw what dread- 
ful havoc the flood had made 
there. It had been seven feet 
high in the Church and all over 
the village mud walls, and in 
many places, whole houses had 
come down.’ The streets are 
almost impassable, and the whole 
village Isrgely in ruins. The 
Church has float all surroand- 
ing walls, but, as in maby -. 
other cases,’ the inside sbell 
stands on its pillars. I went by 
river to Fuan on Friday and 
saw all along the river banks 
traces of tho havoc done, 
Generally the water seams to 
have baen about 20 feet above 
the ordinary level of the river, 
andin some places it had been 
at Teast 40 feet up. The Upper 
Babsiong branch of the river 
seems to have been worst, so that 
Upper Bah Siong, Tang Tau, 
and U Diong Bueng suffered 
very badly. Tho river broke in 
bad}y at Kuchong, the ferry 
station, a quarter of a mile up 
river, washing away (with the 
loss of 50 to 80 psopte) all the 
houses bat one. Going in 
from there. the water encircled 
the city of Fuan, and, rising up 
through Long Tau by 4 o’clack on 
Friday afternoon it came over the 
city wallon three sides of the city. 

From the lower parts of the city 
the people were tusbing for refuge 
to Gui Ha Sang and the other 
Thills, or, if too Iste, up to the lofts 
of their houses. Below Gui Hu 
Sang, many of the houses had 
only the ridge poles visible. 
The water rose ti]}20 p.m. after 
which it gradually subsided, but 
the pight was filled with the 
noise of the crashing of walls 
cf houses and shrieks of the des- 
pairing people. The inner frame- 
work of most houses held, and 
now the city, in the 
lower parts, comprising about half 
of its area, is in rains, streets and 
drains tlovked, mud standing 
several feet high, and debris af " 
every sort accumulated in all 
directions. The Chamber of Com- 
merce and the missionary ledies 
kept food going for al! who applied 
for a couple of dsys, and there 
was a big exodus to the villages 
of all who hed relatives available, 
sothat thecity islargely deserted, 
and trade isat analmost complete 
standstill. The number ofdesd in 
the city was not Isrge, and alf 
known have beencolfected; many 
washed down from the villages 
bave teen buried too.” 

‘fhe situation in Foochow is 
quiet at present, though there is 
an atmosphere of apprehension. 
The soldiers have been paid in 
paper money issued -by the 
Generals incommand. These the 
people will not accept, so the. 
shops are nearly all closed. There 
are rumours that Wo Pepfa is 
sending an army to retake the 
city. :

DYE MAREET. . 

The stagnancy af the Japanese 
dye market being serious, many 
¢ye merchants are closicg their 
doors, Of the members of the 
Dye Guild, 38 have resigned from 
the guild since March this year, 


This is ans inorease by 22 in tha ' 


number of resignations as com- 
pared. with the corresponding 
period of lest year, Tho present 
tmomberghip of the guild stands 
at 196, but many of them have 
already given up their business. 
Most of the dye merchants who 
retired from the guild are those 
who started business during the 
war on a small scale. 


REMOVAL OF ANTHRAX | 
. EXBARGO. 

The embargo in various 
countries on Japanese shaving 
brushes of the antbrex scare gets 
the blame for the dullness of trade, 
export of which was only about 
half in 1922 whas it was in 1920. 
and which has, in the first seven 
months of the present year, 
dectined on comparison with the 
corresponding period of last year. 
As the embargoes have been 
temaved, other reasons have to 
be found for the~ continued 
dnliness. Some time ago. says 
the Muinichi, the Department of 
Agriculture and Commerce 
Degotisted with the foreign Gov- 
ernments and was successful ia 
getting the embargo removed. 
However exports of Japanese 
brushes Jest year\were only 
Y4,082,622 snd the exports during 
tbe first reven months of this 
year were Y2,622,752. Japanose 
brusb manufactorers, the Varnchy 
says, are strenuously engaged in 
propagande for Japanese brushes 
on foreign markets, carrying out 
& strict sterilisation of goods and 
by other expedients, but the 
tecovery of the export trade of 
gcods seems to be impossible: 
owicg to the decrease of pur. 
chasing power of the toreign 
markate, through the world-wide 
financial depressioc, to the revival 
of brushmaking in foreign coon- 
tries, and to the high price of 
Japzuese brushes beceuse of thr 
high costs of manvfoactnre. To 
the above remarks, translated 
from a Japanese report, might be 
added this—that “sterilisation 
Propaganda” by brusbrctakers 
would have very little effect. The 
treason why the Government has 
been able to get the embargoes re- 
moved is that it bas installed « 
sterilisation plant for alt fpoported 
bristles and goods susceptible of 
<imilar treatment:
